Ministerial Land Jtunping 

Let it not bo imagined that sileuco 
in respect of tlio llinistorial land 
jumping affair at Deep Bay, Bayiics 
Sound, inclicatee exhaustion. It was 
merely a pause, in order that a care- 
ful collection of authenticated facts 
nMg h t^e na bie us the . more accurately 
toaeafwiui a ^nbjoct still pregnant 
•with important thought and bristliiif^' 
■with praotical lessons : — a pause in 
order that justice mig'ht bo dono to tlio 
people, on the ono hand, and that 
no iujusLico might bo done to a Minis- 
,tei', 0|n tho other. Although our efforts 
V in-tracing the history of the "transac- 
I;..|i{?ii haV'e'iiot yet . eventuated, it has 
been considered not improper to 're- 
port progress." In reply to a eonmni- 
iiication addesscd to hini, tho Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works 
.^O^rrotte, under date May 6th, 1873, as 
foll6w3:-^"On 14th Nov. 72, Dr. John 
Ash applied to the then Asst. Com- 
missioner at Nanaimo for jiermission 
to pre-empt IGO acres of land at Deep 
Bay, Baynos Sound, which viras grant- 
ed on tho 17th Nov. 1872 by the 
then Chief ComraiBsioner, Hon. 
Geo. A. Walkem; the same iire-emp- 
tion record was completed at this oflice 
on tho 17th Dee., 1872, with the 
same^ Cliief, Commissioner; leave of 
, aJ^e|eno.q wijitj .grated the ijre-emptor 
',by the same Chief Commissioner, on 
^ the 17th Doc. 1872, for a period of 
four months. These are all the records 
referring to tho said land in this office. 
I am, however, informed to-day, un- 
..officially, that a License to Substitute 
$at'^e4fgmx^§ to |he pre-einptor by 
the SiBst". ■ Commissioner' at Nanaimo, 
no record of -which has as yet reached 
this office." Waiting patiently for 
tho returns to reach tho head office 
from Nanaimo, this -writer addressed 
a note to tho Chief Commissioner on 
J^l^esday last, towhiidi lie received 
* tneroilowing answer: "Tfurnislied you, 
by letter dated 6th May, with all offi- 
cial information upon record in this 
office in reference to tho pre-oniptiou 
of laud by Hon. John Ash, at Deep 
Bay, and shall be most happy to give 
you any further information upon this 
subject as soon as I am ad-vised of any 
officially. I have written the Agent of 
Government at Nanaimo, requesting 
him to make returns to this olHco at 
once, but have not as y it received his 
reply." The reader is invited to note 
car6fully the vttrioiiTs points in the his- 
tory of .this very questionable transac- 
tion, so far as it i.s given. Fir.st of 
all, wo invite attention to the fact that 
the process of pre-empting was begun 
at Nanaimo autl completed at Victoria, 
aproceediug, forobvious reasons, never 
icontemplated by the Act, and, unless 
wo greatly misread it, contrary to its 
. provisions. Norcan we believe it possible 
that, in this stage, tlie retpiirements of 
the law were satisfied in ren- 
pgflt) ( to i e^jtf |f^n& . upsn an4 .taking 
bona fide possession of the land. In sober 
truth, tho pro-cmptor wfis never in jios- 
session in ttie Bpiiituftl aonse of tho Act. 
Secondly, it will be observed that on the 
i-rery day of record tlio pre-emptor had 
Buccuodod in "showiuii good cause to tho 
satisf notion of the Couiiiiissioner" why he 
slioald b'd Br'inted fournionths' leave of 
absonco— another flagrant violation of tho 
spirit of tho law. Wo may also bo porinit- 
ted to direct attention to tho fact that tlio 
jieeord was oomplutod and leave of absence 
'granted by Mr. Walkein, on.the vety day 
tho Logi.Hhiture mot!

bungle the DeOosmos Ministry have made 
in governing the country. In my opin- 
ion the poor men arc more to bo pitied 
than blamed for what has occurred.

Knapaaok £xciirsiou ou Van 
oonver Island- 

The climate of this Island at this season 
of the year, is as well adapted for pedes- 
trian excuraioni as that of Scotland and 

Wales; indeed, superior to either as re- 
gards the certainty of hnring flno dry 
weather, and tho absence of mists obscur- 
ing the views. 

The tourist, if properly equipped, and 
carrying a light knapsapk, will not find 
Tralking so irksome as he may be led to 
suppose it is when he takes his Sunday 
walk about homo with all tho restraints of 
paper collars and fashionable clothing, 
nor will he find our sylvan "trails" with 
all their log obstructions, any loss plea- 
sant than tho hard highways and rough 
byoways of the old countries. The ab- 
sence of hotels is amply oompensated for 
by tho hodpitality of the settlers, and the 
readiness with which tlioyafTordaccommo- 
dation and supplies, in return for whicli 
tho tourist should take with him presents 
of groceries and late pajjors from town. 

Tho country presents to tho botanist, 
tho naturalist, tho artist and tho lover of 
Ane scenery induoements, inferior no 
doubt, to those of the countries above 
montioned, but quite equal to them for 
tho angler and suortsnian. 

Two gentlcmon of our city lately made 
a trial trip of four days on foot in the di- 
rection of the south coast, in search of 
iioalth and recreation, bent on observing 
anything that was useful, ideasing or cu- 
rious. This perhaps, seems strange and 
trilling to tho utilitarian mind wliich in- 
dulges in nothing inferior to "i)rospoet- 
iiig" for gold, or looking for land which 
o.-vn be "taken up." There arotliose who 
prefer to "prospect" for gold ready coin- 
ed, (not a bad thing to do) and there arc 
thoso who are not equAl to the task of 
"taking up land." 

On tlic tirat day Albert Head was reach- 
ed after travelling a line carriage-road 
thro' tho park-like scenery of Saugstor's 
Plains, making fre(iuent dftouvs to seo 
pretty casoadoa in socludett nooks and 
dells — tho cool, genial haunts of mosses 
and ferns, aflfording a I'efroshing contrast 
to tho dusty road. In tho Uttlo bay form- 
ed by this promontory two farms wei'c 
visited, lioth beautifully situated, possess- 
ing splendid marine views, and showing 
OTtdoDOfJ of industry and wkill. 

The nc^t day the fine iigrioiiltural and 
jjastoral dislrjot qf ftfetphqsou wfvstravors- 
od as far a.s Poddor Inlet. Ifofo, iqdood, 
is a picture of j ural beauty. A. pretty farm 
liousa surrouiidod by an orchard and fields 
Rot in a framework of dark pines witli the 
waters of tho Inlot as a foreground, 

Tho journey was ooutinuod. by a rather 
obsoure trail, by way of Mittlioaon Lake 
to Sooko Bay. 1'his lako abounds with 
fiflh, but gives great trouble to tho angl jr 
owing to fallen tiiiibar on its margin. On 
reaching tlio Bay tho temptation of a 
Bwim in tho pluoiJ water of n delightful 
cove could not bo rooistod. Between tliis 
point and the settlement of Spoke is a 
high rooky hill from tho summit of which 
was obtained a splendid view of Sooko 
Bay, tho Straits of Fiica as far as Cape 
^''lattorjy, and the Olympiaa Range on tho 



American side. At Sooko was mot a Vic- 
toria (jontloman, out on an aquatic oxcur- 
sion. whoso skill in tho inanagoment of 
his double-paddled canoe was the admi- 
ration of all tli.o Indians and aottlors. Tho 
quiet beauty o£,the|B(mery about Sooko 
bridge is groatlSf t&^*6,dinia''d ; and the 
progi css of roadmaking under tluj direc- 
tion of Jlr. Muir, the contructor, was very 
pleasing. Thei(! is niaguifioi'iit timber 
and if even- it i.s r(Hni)vt!d iind utiliia'd tho 
rndi land will lie <il' great value for sattlo- 
ment. 

(bi the third dayj after I'ocoiying, the 
most cor.lial !H>mt61jty'atr|h{)!ljcipiji^rla- 
blo and Englisli-likcabodfeofMr. Jfeeson, 
our travoHcrs were kindly shown tlic coni- 
moncoment of the old trail ti) Loccli lli- 
yer ilig;,-iiigs, a trail whicli roc^iiired great 
judgiuiM-.l anil observation in tracing. It 
follows tho .Snokclviver for some distance. 
This itivor has great attractions for the 
angler and pro3eiilS"i»fff6"'Bl5"o"ldouery, 
particularly abouttlio vicinity of th<» falls, 
whieli limy bii considered a y(!ry paridise 
for the artist. This is ■where the water 
linds its way through a narrow, tortuous 
gorge of tho mountain, ^vrithing and 
tumbling over several precipices toapooi 
below, and filling tho air with the roar of 
its agony, but soon trnn<|uilizing itself ini 
a smooth channel hemmod in with high 
b.inks clothed witli overhanging trees. 
Tho trail nuw winds lunong tho crags of 
Sooko Jlountain, whose lieighta once ob- 
tained command a magniliccnt view of 
rugged grandeur. After a descoiu of a 
f(iw miles tho wayfarer boliohls among the 
brusljwoqflrtho rigof svol hguaes. After tho 
uneertiifnty of the track he lias been tra- 
velling, the sight of buildings is indeed 
grateful, for ho then knows that lie has 
stcei-ed I'ightly and reached Kennedy 
I'lat at the eontluciice of tho two branches 
of Siiolie lUviM', the left bi'ancli boingnow 
known ns Leech River. This once busy 
mining camp is now deserted with tho ex- 
cp[)tion of one man. Presumedly livery 
raining camp lip.s its "last man." 

This spot makes a good rendezvous for 
Kl)oi-tsmen, bfiiig in the heart of a good 
game (•inintry, and with plenty of empty 
buildings for tlu! accoiiiniodation of man 
and horse. Close by is good fishing in 
Sooke Lake. Within a day's travel is the 
elk hunting at the head of San Juan River 
and, not much furti.ur olT, wild e.%ttlemay 
bo hunted. 'I'he "laKt man" liitelv saw 
several lienls of the latter, but found 
them diflicult of ap|)roach. 

On tho fourth day tho tourists took the 
wings of tho morning and the Goldatream 
trail for liomo. This trail is good and 
well defined but greatly obstructed by 
fallen tiniber; ii idenred what a booii .it 
Wiiiild be to Vii'toria riding parties. Ar- 
rived at Victoria in the evening loaded 
with trout, growing plants, herb.arium 
speeiinens of plaul.-i and flowers, speci- 
mens of rocksV insects, curios, el_hoc genus 
oiiine. Not having exparvenced, any bad, 
weather, or suffered any annbyiin'co from 
mosciuitoes. Distance travelled, about 
eighty miles. 

Tho season for tlm botanist is now at its 
height. Most of the flow(>rs aro now out 
(there being but few autumnal llowers on 
the Island) and the air is redolent of tho 
aroma of tree-blossoma such as maple, 
elder, service-berry, arbutus, riboi, 
.syringa, and that mo.st showy ornamont 
of the forest the flowering dogwood. 
Our oaks and noble juneB and cedars hav- 
ing been so often described will only 
just be mentioned. 

In tho Sooko woods Calypso Borealis, 
that beautiful orchis the piiik ladies slip- 
per, was found in abundance. 

Tho following ferns were found: — Al- 
losuriis t'ri.<i'ii.t, tlio parsley fern, from its 
resembhineo to that herb, very rare on 
this end of the Island, Gi/mnorirammaTri- 
an'juliiris , a beautiful dark green little 
fern with silvery powder on tho under 
side of tho fronds, and belonging to a 
tribo usually confined to the tropics, 
found in the (\' trices of dry rock, in com- 
pany ^Yith /■'oli/jiiidiitin \'ut'jttrc, Adianlum 
PrdatiDii — the Canadian maiden hair, was 
seen 111 many a shady glen. Two Bi)ocio8 
of /)()^7/''/.' I 'called "tloweriiig ferns, "do- 
ni?on3 of rich woods, Blecchnum Boreale, 
Hard fern, Ci/stoptei'is Pragitis, bladder 
fern, a small plant with watery looking 
fragilo stems, Pah/podiitm Dri/opteris, a 
three leaved planl with trailing black 
stems, rather rare on this end of tho 
Islami, choosing for its habitat sloping 
biuiks and forming a iino spectacle of ele- 
gant drapery; J^oli/slichuin or Shiold fern, 
and Atkuriuin Flltx-/cBmina or Lady fern, 
both noble looking jdants commonly sfcn 
under the bridges which cross moist ra- 
vines, iuc'reasing tlieirov. ii ciiai iiiH by con- 
trast with tho ugly dead lugs amongst 
which thoy luxuriate. Fteris nqiiilin, 
tho Common Bracken, is so abundant 
evory\yhero as to bo a nuisance, oblitora- 
tiug.trail&aild "iaipodiBg tiiff. traveller. 
The rocks and trees everywhoroaro covered 
with mosscK and lichens now dry and 
m isp, liut sliowin;^ by their presence tin; 
humidity of our eliiuate during a part of 
tho year. A siuull pink hibrate flower be- 
decks th(! moss-eovia-ed ro' ks, insignifi- 
cant in itself, but by its abundance pro- 
ducoinga fine offcot. Tho handsome Tril- 
lium, or threo-leaved nightshade, is fre- 
(lueiilly met with, with tlowcrs varying 
from pitni white, through all the shades 
of ])iiik, to dark red, somo llowors being 
double. So also is a species of Dielytra, 
a plant with spangled flowers and deeply 
cut leaves, fancifully called "bleeding 
hearts," from tho resemblance whicli oach 
spangle bears to such anil olijcct. 
Wood tvefoil, odourless when first 
plucked but aci[niriiig tho fragrance of 
hay wlien it begins to fade, (hence called 
"sweet in diMitli") is to be found ovory- 
wher(\ Veratriuni, tho Hellebore, was 
not yet iu fiuwer. Th.ig ia a line Ippking 
plant of solitary hdbit'and very poison- 
ous. It was known as "poison weed" iu 
Cariboo in early times and by eating it 
many pack animals were lost. 

Plants may b{' seen about wL'tthn's'lionnes 
which ar(i evidentb, not iiidigeiioiiH to the 
country, not being usimlly found in tho 
vroods away from tho luibiUitioiis of man, 
such as iioreliound, dandelion, corn- 
idiamomile, common daisy, ko., a fact 
Htriking'onn with wonder how thoy 
manage to fidhjw his footstojis. 

Settlers liiu o observed that portions of 

laud which they kiiQw ten yanrs' ago 
cleav upon pinirioa, nud hold iclle ever 
since by upooiilivtors, nro now oovored 
by a thick growth of young pines, tho 
seeds of which have boon carried by tho 
wind. Tim land is, of conrsG, (hqircciatod 
in value in lioiiKi^iucncn. T'Iuh points 
out tho rovivifying powea' of nature, and 
h.'ads ti) the rct!i;etioii tliat mail must lie 
lip and doing in his battle with tho forest, 
and (>stublish'.'s .'du! nia.vim that specula- 
tors had better "sell out" and give tho 
"farmer.'i a show."

Two of our representatives Nelson 
and Mr. Thompson) took part in tho de- 
bate. The former contending that tho 
Columbia itivor from the 4'Jth x'l^i'i^b'd 
soutliwards was uot navigable; the latter 
arguing that the importance of. t^e righ|i 
of navigating the river was " over-estimat- 
ed. 

Mr. Mackonzio spoku at some length, 
moving an amondnient to Dr. Tuppcr's 
amendment simply asserting Canadian 
rights, and claiming tlmt cipiivalent con- 
cessions should be secured for Canaila, 
whenever the occasion existed. 

The House divided on this amendment 
and the vote stood 05 yeas to 90'hays." 

Hon Dr. Topper's amendment was; car- 
ried on the same division.

,Viid, whereas, iu oid:r to conslnict the Water Works 
in the said Act mentioned, it is expedient that the said

further In order to carry Into ellect the said jiroposed 
construction, it will be lucessury fur the said Munich 
jial l^mneil ond their successors to issue debentuns of 
the said Corporctioii fur a siuii of money not exceeding
